School  of  Medical  Technology 

The  school  of  medical  technology  suf- 
fered a  great  loss  this  spring  with  the 
death  of  Dr.  Henry  G.  Kupfer,  its  di- 
rector since  1952.  Although  he  had  been 
ill  for  sometime,  he  worked  almost  to 
the  end.  His  absence  will  be  felt  for  a 
long  time.  Plans  are  underway  to  set  up 
an  annual  award  in  his  memory. 

We  are  busy  getting  ready  for  the 
September  class.  We  are  expecting  our 
largest  class — approximately  3-.  This 
means  more  student  workbenches  have 
to  be  installed  and  much  new  equipment 
has  to  be  ordered.  We  are  most  happy  to 
see  the  increased  enrollment  since  there 
is  such  a  great  shortage  of  medical  tech- 
nologists. 

Each  year  we  have  more  and  more  high 
school  groups  coming  in  to  visit  our 
school.  Open  House  was  held  in  April 
and  was  very  successful.  The  film  on 
medical  technology  was  shown  and  many 
laboratory  procedures  were  demon- 
strated. All  of  us  as  medical  technologists 
have  a  responsibility  for  recruiting  since 
the  field  is  relatively  new  and  the  need 
is  great. 

Only  19  girls  received  a  B.S.  degree 
in  medical  technology  in  June.  This  was 
the  smallest  class  we  have  had  for  some- 
time. The  entire  country  experienced  a 
decrease  in  enrollment  this  last  year  due 
to  the  increase  in  requirements  in  1961. 

The  annual  medical  technology  work- 
shop was  held  in  the  school  of  medical 
technology  on  June  18  and  19.  Microbi- 
ology, blood  banking,  hematology,  ser- 
ology,   and   parasitology   were   discussed.

Lee  Edwards  Sutton,  Jr. 

Dr.  Lee  Edwards  Sutton,  Jr.,  died  on 
June  24.  Doctor  Sutton,  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  medical  school,  came  to  MCV 
in  1932  as  dean  of  the  school  of  medi- 
cine and  served  in  this  capacity  until 
1942. 

He  conceived  the  idea  for  the  present 
department  of  pediatrics  at  MCV  and 
guided  its  early  development  as  chair- 
man from  1938  until  1958.
